Omelettes and Souffles by Countess Morphy 


pu making of an omelette is one of the simplest things in 


cookery—and one'‘of the most difficult. 


The fundamental 


recipes are extremely simple, but there is a knack in the making 


of a successful omelette which 


is almost a “sleight of hand.” 


Some people are born omelette-makers, just as some are born 


conjurers. 


The famous chef, Escoffler, described an omelette as “nothing 


more than 2 special kind of scrambled eggs, encased in a thin yaorious 


counting of slightly solidified eygs." 
And that is exnctly What a good 
omelette should be—creamy and 
“runny” Inside, and the outside only 
just sufficiently set to allow of fold- 
Jang. 

The choice of n pan is important, 
It should be thick. Omelctics cook 
too quickly in a thin pan, The pan 
should be sufMictently Inrge for the 
eqit mixture to be spread out thinly. 
A heavy and lumpy omelette fs often 
the’ result of using too small a pan, 

An omelette pan should never be 
used for anything else. It should 
never be washed, As soon as it has 
been used, it should be wiped with 
a dry, clean cloth. It is thus kept 
slightly olly and perfectly smooth.

’ The Japanese have Issued a state- 
ment from the’~Toyada = spinning 
mills, which were burned when the 
Chinese teft the south bank of Soo- 
chow Creck with a loss of 17,000,000 
yuan, It claims that the mills and 
oMees were looted while the British 
had occupation, of the property be- 
tween August 14 and 24, 


“The statement alleges that the 
Chinere constructed, probably with 
the connivance of the British unit, a 
pill box with two feet thick walls Jn 
Chungshan- Road near the mill, which 
is on extra-settlement area but under 
tho control of the Municipal! Council, 
and that the British failed to carry 
out the Japancse request to halt con- 
struction, 


The British {ook over the defence 
of the mill from the Japanese on 
August 14 and remained, unt!l Octo- 
ber 27 when, tho Japanese declare, 
they evacuated after giving notice of 
only 10 hours. It Is said that after 
September 25 tho British refused the 
Japanese access to the mill although 
the machinery required care, 

On a recent yialt to the mill, which 
covers many acres of Innd, a United 
Preas correspondent saw hundreds of 
looms and spindles practleatly_a com- 
plete loss.—United Press. oA) ] 
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
